SUSPECT A CRIME 


Chicago Police Believe Father 


Administered the Fatal 


Portion of Poison. 


GREWSOMEFINDMADE 


Chicago. April 22.—In. squalid rooms 


at 34n State street an entire colored 
family, consisting of father, 
mother 


and six children, were found dead last 
evening. Tho remnants of their last 
meal, which It Is thought they ate 
two weeks ago last Friday night, were 
on the kitchen table. 


Tho dead: 
James Butler, aged 40 


years; Mrs. 
1 .alira Butler, aged 35 


years: George Butler, aged-13 years; 
James Butler, Jr., aged 10 years; Fred 
Butler, aged II years; Katie Butler, 
aged a years; Mildred Butler, aged 3 
years: Baby Butler, aged 6 months. 


Two theories present themselves for 


the extinction of the family. Threats 
made by the father that he would kill 
himself and family are accepted by the 
police to be the most plausible theory. 
That he piled the family with-poisoned 
liquor Is the opinion of tin- officers 
who examined the room In which the 
bodies lay. 


An empty salmon can and scraps of 


the fish that had turned green sug- 
gested tho opinion that the family had 
died of ptomaine poisoning. A chem- 
ist will examine the salmon. 


The police found an empty flask that 


. had contained whisky. There was a 
sediment In the 
bottle, which Is 


thought to be of a poisonous nature. 


The last time that any of the fam- 


ily was seen was two weeks ago last 
Friday evening. Last evening a wom- 
an came to the house to get a piece of 
furniture that Butler was repairing for 
her. 
Being unable to open the door 


she called some men, and It was burst 
In. Upon entering the place an over- 
powering odor assailed the Invaders. 
In a bedroom the whole family lay 
clothed only In'night robes, with the 
exception of the father, • who 
wore 


trou:-ers, shirt and vest. Butler and 
his wife and four children were lying 
on the bed. Tho two oldest boys were 
on the floor..

FEW BODIES OF THE 


VICTIMS ARE FOUND 


The Dead in the Disaster on the Ohio 


River Are Still Estimated at 


Over Seventy. 


Cairo, 111., April 22.—After search- 


Ing two days the death roll of the 
burned steamer City of Pittsburg has 
pot been reduced any from the first 
reports. Of tho 145 persons on tho 
boat when It was burned, about half 
still are missing, and today no furth- 
er hope for them Is expressed. 


The books and valuables 
of the 


boat, crew nnd passengers are In the 
ruins. The wreck 
Is above water 


end still smoldering. Owing to tho 
boated condition of the hull, search 
tor tlie dead In It has not been begun 
and few of tho bodies of those who 
are drowned have been recovered, 
owing to the swift current. 


At the Coroner's Inquest yesterday 


over the bodies of Captain Sylvester 
Doss and Miss Tlssl. a verdict was 
rendered that the former 
came to 


death from exhaustion and the latter 
Irom Inhaling smoKe. and tyithlng, 
was developed as to the origin, cause 
nr responsibility for the disaster. 


Captain Phillips testified that he 


could not account for the origin of 
ihe fire, unless an electric wire had 
started It. He stated that, so far 
us he knew, there were fifty-six lives 
lost. The Coroner

them has been Indentlfled.

United 


States and Porto Klco Is Increasing j 
•.vitb phenomenal rapidity, especially 
since the removal of all tariff restric- 
tions In July of last year. Our pur- 
chases fro:n Porto Klco are nearly 
thne times as great as the average 
during the- closing live years of Span- 
js:h rule In the Island, while the snip- 
inents from the United States to Por- 
to ftlco ore live times as great as the 
.•iverage during the live years preced- 
ing the termination of Spanish rule. 
The receipts of merchandise from Por- 
to Illco at the ports 
of the United 


States now range between live and six 
million dollars In last fiscal year, seem 
to Porto Illco, which were about seven 
inllion dolars In last fiscal year, seem 
likely to be ten millions In the prcs 
t-nt fiscal year ending June 30. 


x This rapid growth In 
the move- 


ments of commerce between the ports 
of the United States and Porto Rico 
is presented by a statement just pre- 
pared by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, which shows 
that the ship- 


ments of domestic merchandise from 
the United StateH to Porto Illco In 
the eight months ending with Febru- 
ary "amounted to $t!.S87, 052, indicat- 
ing that for the full lineal year the 
total shipments of domestic and for- 
eign goods from the ports of the Uni- 
ted States 'to Porto Illco will aggre- 
gate about $10.000,000. The exports 
irom the United States to Porto UIco 
during the five years ending with 1898
